The next moment there was a violent |- 


explosion in the hold of' the tanker

It was impossible for the Fair- 
fax to’ send out an.S.0.S. since 
the flames had long since reach- 
ed the antennae of her wireless 
and melted: the wires. The 
flames, however, were © ‘seen 

_ through the fos by another vessel, 
which, being unabled to offer 
‘help, gave the position of the 
burning ship to the Gloucester, .a 
small cargo asteamor, which, reach- 
ed the site within three hours. 
She raced through the fog and 
drew alongside the Fairfax and, 
in spite of the great heat, man- 
aged to transfer the passengers 
from the pleasure boat. ;

TAX RULES. 


EFFORT TO REDUCE HARDSHIP 
"IN NEW BUSINESSES, 


RUBBER COMPANIES MOVE. 
London, May 8. 
“The following appeared on the 
papers of the House this week [n 
connection with the Budget resolu- 
tions, It was No, 11. 
Computation of Profits ‘or 
Gains in case of new trade, pro- 
feasion or Vocation., 

« “That ‘it is expedient to 
amend the provisions of the In- 
come Tax, Acts relating to the 
computation for the purposes of 
income tax of the profits or gains 
of a trade, profession or vocation 
so far as relates to the charge 
of income tax in respect of any 
such profits or gains for the year 
of assessment next after, and the 
year of ‘assessment |‘ next but 
one after, the year of assessment 

* in which the trade, profession or 
vocation was set up or commend- 
ed.”. 

The Taxpayer's: Option. 

This’ means that the Treasury 
will be, able to grant relief on a 
more equitable plan in the com- 
mencing years of a businesy or 
profession in eases where the nor- 
mal] basis-of assessment gives: rise 
to hardship. The existing law 
gives the taxpayer. an option to 
have the assessment for his second 
income tax year adjusted to the 
profits of that year, It is proposed 
that in future instead of this 
option, ‘which is ‘confined to a 
single’ year, he ‘shall have an op- 
tion relating to the second and: 
third years taken together, i.e, he 
will be able to have the assess- 
ments for both his second and 
third income tax years (but not for 
either without the other) adjusted 
to the respective profits of those 
years, 

_  RG.A.’s Representations, 

This is an issue that vitally in- 
terests the whole rubber, world and 
the Rubber ‘Growers’ Association

Sapper Awberry Elmer, was shot 
dead by a-Boyanese civilian. The 
fatality occurred at Mr J. A, 
Elias's premises at -Posir Ris, 


Changi. 


It appears that late on Saturday 
night Sapper Elmer, in company 
with two other sappers went, out 
boating. Everything ‘went well 
until about one o'clock when the 
boat “capsized some distance from 
the shore opposite Mr. Eljas’s pre- 
mises, Being unable to swim, one 
of the party got into difficulties, 
and by the time he was dragged 
ashoye by his two friends he was 
{in a thoroughly exhauated condi- 
tion. The night was pitch dark, 

The. three Engineers, according 
to the Malaya Tribune,. then went 
in search of help and eventually 
hit upon the married coolie lines 
situated at a few hundred yards 
from Mr. Elias’s seaside residence: 
They knocked at the mandore’s 
quarters: and finding no response

The mandore, thinking that thieves 
were at work, is reported to have 
fired in the air with the intention 
of scaring the intruders. away. 
The banging fs sald to have con- 
tinued, however, and fearing that 
the door would be broken open the 
‘mandore discharged his double 
barrelled’ shot ‘gun ‘through an 


; dperture in the door, hitting Sap- 


per Elmer full in the chest and 
killing him instantly, 

‘Elmer's two companions ran to 
the Changi Police Station and re-. 
ported. the matter. The police 
promptly went to the mandore’s 
. quarters and arrested the man- 
dore, Elmer was found Sying dead 
where. he was shot, just outside the 
door.

ARCHBISHOP ANGRY | 


‘WITH POLICE. 


‘DELIBERATELY HELPED TO 


CAUSE A DISTURBANCE. 
“LIBELS” AGAINST CHURCH, 


; Malta, Yesterday, 
Grave accusations against the 
Police and the Prime Minister of 
Malta, Lord Strickland, are made 
by Archbishop Carta of Malta. 
He has sent in a strong protest to 
the Governor (General Sir John 
Du Cane), against the action of 
the Police on the occasion of the 
“popular ' demonstration”' . of 
Catholics during Whitsun. 
The: Archbishop accuses the 
Police of giving the demonstratora

turbance. He invites the Gov- 
ernor to give its assurance to the 
Vatican that “the future action 
of the Police will be such as to 
inspire full confidence, regardless 
of the interests of the persons on 
whom the Police depend, and 
whom jit may suit to stage an 
artificial situation in the country.” 

The Archbishop also “deeply |:

so far have forgotten himself as 
to have allowed the Government 
Gazette to be used to enable Lord 
Strickland to publish a- series of 
“Tibels”. against the Church and 
rhe clergy.—Reuter.

CHINESE ‘TRIED. 


Tomas Tiong . Appears in 
_ Embezzlement Case. 


"Manila, June B 

The trial of Tomas Tiong, Pasay 
Chinese merchant, on charges of 
embezzlement involving approxi- 
mately P136,000 belonging to the 
China Banking Corporation, was 
resumed .yesterday before Judge 
E. P. Revilla, of the city court of 
first. instance. . 
. The defendant is charged together 
with Alipo ‘fupas and ‘Arturo 
Hernandez, former bookkeeper and 
assistant .bookkeeper, respectively, 
of the China bank. Alipio -Tupas 
pleaded guilty to the charge upon 
arraignment and was sentenced’ by 
Judge Revilla to aix years’ imprl- 
sonment, The trial of Hernandez 
is still pending. 2 

At the continuation of the trial, 
yesterday, Jose Damian, chief ac- 
countant of the China Banking 
Corporation, was ‘called. to testify 
for the prosecution represented by 
fifth assistant City Flacal Francisco 
Albert.

Continental expresses, recently drew 
up dead on time at Calais, a British 
motor car, all plastered in mud, was 
parked alongside the platform. 

Two young Britons, unshaven, 
with red-rimmed eyes and almost ag 
dirty aa the car, stood by and greet- 


jy ed the train with cheers, They had 


raced this world-famous express 
right from St. Raphael on the 
Mediterranean, and they had won by 
twenty’ minutes. - 

The ‘heroes of this episode were 
Mr. D, Noble and Mr, F. Bennett, 


‘who had been paying a visit to the 


Riviera. Me oo 

For twenty hours on end through 
all the night and half the day, these 
two adventurers raced the Blue 
Train in their gallant little car, from 
sea to sen across 750 miles of 
France. : ’ 

They were at times slightly ahea 
of the express on ‘schedule and well 
behind it at others. . 

While ‘the lordly Blue Train 
roared along on its metals, secure 
trom.trouble, the two travellers in 
their motor car were handicapped 
by, fox, level-crossings, and deep 
water-courses, in addition’ to the 
normal obstacles on the!great high- 
way. 

The Blue Train left St. Raphael 
at 6.30,p.m. The motor car, a two- 
litre six Rover, was set In motion 
at the same time. 7 

Between St. Raphael and 
Brignoles, where road and rail run 
parallel, there was an actual neck- 
and-neck race between the car and, 
the train. . 

- The road was straight and clear, 
and the travellers had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing their. modest vehicle 
take the lead-—but their luck was 
out, A level crossing was ahead, 
and the gates were closed to let the 
Blue Train pass, It faded into the 
landscape, and was ‘seen no more 
until it arrived twenty minutes, after 
the car at Calais, ; 

Between Macon and Avallon, just 
before dawn, the task seemed hope- 


less. Wisps of mist ‘kept floating |’ 


across ‘the road, obstructing the 
driver’s vision, and the speed drop- 
ped to twenty-eight miles an hour— 
the lowest recorded. The average 
speed during the run was thirty- 
eight miles,an hour. 

When dawn broke a puff of wind 
suddenly dispersed the fog, and the 
way‘ lay clear ahead. 
straight tree-lined rond stretched ‘as 
far as the eye could sce. 

‘The fuel consumption was slightly 
better . than 21 miles per gallon. 
he fastest run in the hour was 48 
miles. and the slowest 28 miles. 
During the last 160 miles the car 
made up 20 minutes, over the kilo- 
metre-a-minute schedule set by the 
car drivers. The total distance 
covered was 800 miles and the 
achievement was of considerable
